COLD WEATHER ON THE 
WESTERN FRONT. 
—— mm 
FROST RESTRICTS INFANTRY 
MOVEMENTS. 


he Press Association's special correspondent 
with the Headquarters of the British Army m 
France, telegraphing last night, says — . 

The frost seems to get harder on the Western 
front every successive morning, and to-day con- 
stitutes a record in the low registering of the 
thermometer. The sun ms rayless in the 
dim bhue heaven, and a steamlike vapour crawls 
along the glistening ground under the fanning 
of the bitter easterly breeze. It is quaint to 
hear the troops billeted in the back areas envy- 
ing the lot of their comrades in the line. Cer- 
tain it is that the trenches are comparatively 
warm this weather. 

The Germans continue to carry on their re- 
stricted tactics of raids and little attacks upon 
various outposts. What the exact purpose of 
these very minor operations may is best 
known to the German commanders, but it is 
interesting to learn from prisoners recently 
taken that one raid carried out towards the end 
of December was arranged by a regimental 
commander. with the avowed motive of tryim 
to get.a decoration for himself. Even suc 
mechanical soldiers as the Prussians can scarcely 
be expected to carry out an icy adventure with 
great enthusiasm under such conditions. 

COSTLY RAIDING 

Our patrols are finding evidence that these 
raids, which in most cases fail to reach our 
front line, are levying a considerable toll of 
casualties upon the enemy. For example, the 
night before last they counted a large number 
of “ field-grey ” corpses in the neighbourhood of 
tne Ypres-Menin road as the result of the raid 
of the previous night. Again, a number of dead 
Germans are lying out in the snow near 
Aaschoop, in front of which place the enemy 
attacked one of our posts at six o'clock on Wed- 
nesday morning last. The Germans have esiab- 
lished a large number of trench mortars in 
shell-holes in the Passchendaele area, having 
an average range of about 1,000 yards, but they 
cannot use them much in the tell-tale snow 
without calling down the destructive fire of our 


batteries. 
AIRMEN’S EXPERIENCE, 

A curious experience befell. a photographic 
flight of our airmen a few days since. In the 
frost haze they lost their way, but presently 
laning downwards, and, the weather clearing a 
uile, they were enabled to take thirty-six 
pictures of a district which they did not 
recognise at the time. When these were ulti- 
mately developed at Headquarters, they proved 
to be photographs of an area not photographed 
for some time, and information of great value 
was derived from a study of them. 

Upon the body of a Bavarian ration carrier 
has been found a pencilled list of the prices 
which are paid for the salving of various articles 
of war wastage. For a drum of barbed wire of 
25 kilos 2m. 50 is offered. A 15 cm. brass shell- 
» is valued at 3m. 50, and a 28 cm. case at 
l4m. As from time to time German orders 
have fallen into our hands threatening all sorts 
of penalties to soldiers who sell metal articles 
which should be returned to salvage dumps, it 
would seem that the authorities have found it 
desirable to resort to a system of rewards in 
order to stop the practice. 

THE COMING OFFENSIVE. ' 

There continues to be much vague talk 
amongst prisoners as tO a great coming German 
offensive, and from the tenor of their com- 
ments the prospect is not very keeny relished in 
the enemy ranks. That big movements of 
troops are taking place in Belgium is, of course, 
common knowledge, but, as the same thing has 
happened in the past without being followed by 
any definite results, no conclusion can be drawn 
from this activity. Refug report that 
civilians are being evacuated from several towns 
and big villages, in order, they are told, to 
ong billeting accommodation for troops to 

brought from the Russian front. But it 
must not be forgotten that one effect of our 
autumn offensive in Flanders was to deprive the 
Germans of a great deal of billeting acommoda- 
tion, which would necessitate their having to 
establish quarters elsewhere, even if they ~ did 
not increase the strength of their forces in that 
country.

Those who tried to 
run away were shot down in their tracks. 
The congregation was taken from the 
church, and fifty of the men were shot. 
All the civilians who could be rounded up 
were driven into the big square and kept 
there until evening. About six o'clock the 
women were lined up on one side of the 
square and kept in line by soldiers. On 
the other side the men were lined up along | 
a wall, in‘two rows, the first kneeling. 
Then, under command of an officer, two 
volleys were fired into them. The dead 
and wounded were left together until the 
Germans got round to burying them, when 
practically all weredead. This was only one 
of several wholesale executions. The (Ger- 
mans do not contradict the essential facts. 
Altogether more than eight hundred people 
were killed. Six hundred and twelve have 
been identified and given burial. Those 
killed ranged in age fr mm Félix Fivet, aged 
three weeks, to an old woman named 
Gadot, who was eighty. But, then, Felix 
probably fired on the German troops. -

GERMANY'S DECREASING 
POPULATION, 


—-——&s— 


From the beginning of the wat up to the end 
of 1916 there were ove: a million more deaths 
in Germany than is normally the case, writes 
the Berlin correspondent of the Muasbede 
(Amsterdam), im an interesting statement on 
the effects of the war on tbe vital and popuia- 
lon statistics of the German bimpire. 

For the first three war years, continues 
the writer, the entire loss by mortality is said 
to have been 5,700,000. Thus, instead of the 
normal increase of the population by 2,400,000, 
there was on August i. 1917, a deerwase of 
600,000, to which another 700,000 was added as 
a result of the decline of the birth figure that 
siill continues. 

he absolute decrease in the population after 
three years, therefore, would have been 2 per 
cent. of the number at the beginngag of the 
war, and for a human lifetime the years of 
reducteon will manifest themselves at the various 
ages as weak links in the cham of the genera- 
tions on whom will fall the work of recomat ruc: 
Won 

Moreover, yet another phenomena are to be 
expected for the pear future Instead = of 
14,000,000, men between the ages of 17 and 45 
will only number 12,700,000, and instead of 
800,000. as now, the excess of women over men 
will be 2,100,000. It is not yet known how the 
war losses will be spread over the various ages 
Wut it looks as if there will be 1.100 women to 
every 1,000 men of marriageable age. For these 
reasons, and in view of the fact that there will 
be a large number of invalids amongst the men, 
jhe marriage chances must he termed greatly 
bedused, a fact which will im its turn produce 
further shiftings on the labour market, thal on 
their part will again react on the population 
movemne mt 

lt may be termed a slight consolation under 
these cireumstences, continued the Dutch eor- 
respondent, that, as regards the food position, 
the war is not regarded, at any rate by experts, 
as harmful for infants. Natural feeding is tar 
more general than formerly in all classes of the 
ee and ihe resulta are good, as the 

authorities appertion to the mother the 
food for the child, as, for example, 1 litre 
milk per day. Infants have a right to 1 litre 
milk daily; 50 grammes sugar end 200 grammes 
flour a week, and Lib. oatmeal a month, and 
can do well on that 
food question becomes more difficult in 
the child's second year, as ve stg + se and fruits 
are scarce, at any rate im t e towns, so 
that the potato has to take hp place thereof. 
counsel w now heard more often than 
formerly to restrict gymmastic exercises, an, 
following the example of the marmots, to sub- 
stitute the food that is lacking by sleep, and to 
eee that the children get long nights of sleep. 

The authorities have lone been busy with 
measures for countering all the various in. 
fluences that have an unfavourable effect on the 
state of the population, and to promote those 
factors which have an improving effect. For 
the present all this is oniy material to be vet 
tested in practice. But a number of bills may 
be expected to be practically ready by the end 
of the war, whereby things may be anticipated 
in the realm of social politics and in respect of 
the right of inheritance and taxation that before 
the war would have ewoked balf a revolution 
in the Reichstag
